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iPods for Wounded Veterans at State House ~

BOSTON - WILMINGTON - Monday afternoon more than 
forty veterans from the Bedford VA Hospital and the 
Gloucester clinic packed the Rotunda at the State House for 
a formal reception and presentation of Wilmington-based 
charity iPods for Wounded Veterans (IPWV). 

The organization, which also launched the Dear Soldier 
student-based letter writing campaign in 2011, was recog- 
nized by numerous state and local dignitaries for their ded- 
ication to wounded soldiers receiving treatment for their 
injuries. In turn, Paul Cardello, the founder of IPWV, read 
numerous citations for the individuals and groups that have 
contributed to the success of the organization over the last 
five years. 

Speaking at the event was Major General L. Scott Rice, 
The Adjutant General of the Massachusetts National Guard. 
“Rice learned about IPWV from Cardello, a tireless advo- 
cate for his organization. 

“He has a sixth sense for what people need,” Rice told the 
Town. Crier, referencing the electronic devices the charity 
distributes. “He has the magic of figuring out who it is for.” 
Today’s veterans continue to face a bevy of challenges, 
from mental health issues, addiction, homelessness, jobless- 
ness, to simply, the more mundane challenges of everyday 
living. When asked if Massachusetts is doing enough to pro- 
vide for our veterans, Rice made three points. 

‘First, he noted that Massachusetts is the number one state 
in the country in terms of expenditure per veteran. Second, 
being able to connect veterans to programs and benefits is

WILMINGTON- With the release of the 2015 Performance 
Report for state and local assessments, the school adminis- 
tration is now able to review and reflect upon the achieve- 
ment of local students. The MCAS data reveals both signifi- 
cant gains, and recurring problem areas throughout the 
schools. 

While much of the data showed Wilmington as performing 
at or above state levels in all areas, the achievement gap 
between students in special education or in economically 
disadvantaged houses has not been closed. :

214? Want someone to talk to about the challenges of 
adjusting to being back home? These two people can 
help you with these things and much more. 

Lisa Downey is the Veterans Services Officer for 
Tewksbury, and Lou Cimaglia holds that position in 
Wilmington. They represent a Massachusetts service 
for veterans that is unique in our country. Downey 
and Cimaglia work full time to ensure our veterans 
get the help and benefits they deserve, both from the 
state and from the federal government. 

A key program they support is assistance to return- 
ing veterans. Whether recently deployed or just com- 
ing home after serving many years away from 
Massachusetts, there are often difficult situations. 
Help is there for those veterans and their families, but 
it is sometimes overwhelming to know where to start. 
More important, after being in that “stay tough” mili- 
tary culture, it is hard to reach out. Downey and 
Cimaglia (veterans themselves) provide a supportive 


environment.

Salem Witch Trials touched 
Tewksbury and Wilmington lives

Joseph Ballard of Andover 
was perplexed. His wife was 
ill, and none of the usual 
‘remedies seemed to work. 
Thinking she might have 
been bewitched, he fetched 
some girls from Salem 
Village to examine her. 

Their diagnosis: witch- 
craft. Several persons were 
lined up and identified as 
evildoers, including Ann 
Foster. They were hauled off 
to jail at Salem. 

Mrs. Foster, an elderly and 
infirm widow lived near 
what is now called Foster’s 
Pond in Andover, near 
Wilmington. Her husband 
Andrew had died in 1685 at 
age 106. A website for 
Foster’s Pond tells the 
story, with information from 
a history by Juliet Haines 
Méfford. 
| Four times during the 
‘summer of 1692, Ann Foster 


was taken into court. 
Hoping to spare her daugh- 
ter and granddaughter from 
the gallows, she confessed 
that she had _ caused 
Goodwife Ballard’s illness. 
She also had bewitched 
John Lovejoy’s hogs, hurt 
Timothy Swan and brought 
about the deaths of Andrew 
Allen's children. 

She had done all this, she 
said, with puppets of knitted 
rags, which she pinched, 
stuck with pins or burned in 
the fireplace. And she had 
accompanied the Queen of 
Hell, Martha Carrier, on her 
broomstick, to covenants at 
Salem Village, where 300 
witches gathered. 

Ann Foster died in a tiny 
jail cell. Her son had to pay 
a jailer to have her remains 
released. 

The year 1692 was truly 
bizarre in northeast 
Massachusetts. The Salem 
Witchcraft trials occupied 
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most of the year, with 19 
people executed. Another 
five. diedin jail, and one 
man was crushed to death 
under stones after refusing 
to testify. 

The witch hysteria of 1692 
was not limited to Salem. It 
reared its head in several 
towns. Historian Mary Beth 
Norton wrote in “In the 
Devil’s Snare” that more 
than 40 of the accused lived 
in Andover; three’ in 
Woburn; six in Reading and 
two in Billerica, in an area 
that later became part of 
Tewksbury. Others were in 
Boston, Charlestown, 
Malden, Revere, and many 
towns throughout Essex 
County. 

Witch hunting was not a 
new phenomenon. For some 
400 years, accusations of 
witchcraft had circulated in 
Europe, and an estimated 
10,000 persons had been exe- 
cuted between 1300 and 1700. 
In Massachusetts, witch- 
craft became a_ capital 
offense in 1648. The victims 
of the Salem trials in 1692 
were not the first to be exe- 
cuted. In fact, they were the 
last. However, others had 
preceded them, on a more 
limited basis. 

Ironically, what was going 
on in Salem in 1692 was hys- 
teria, not witchcraft. And it 
had absolutely nothing to do 
with Halloween. This 
occurred in a Puritan 
colony, and Puritans would 
have nothing to do with an 
event such as All Hallows’ 
Eve. Furthermore, the hys- 
teria and resulting trials 
began in February 1692, and 
by October, things had qui- 
eted down. 

Neither Tewksbury nor 
Wilmington existed as towns 
at the time of the witchcraft 
trials. But that is not to say 
that people did not live here. 
There were some 41 persons 
from Andover who were 
charged. Relatives living in 
(then) adjoining Billerica 
were also caught up in the 
charges. 

Countless books have been 
written on the subject. One 
interesting local account of 
the witchcraft hysteria is 
presented in a book called 
“Woburn: Forgotten Tales & 
Untold Stories.” 

“By The Neck Ye Shall 
Hang,” written by John D. 
McElhiney, tells how the 


hysteria began in Salem 
Village, now Danvers. A 
black slave from Barbados 
named Tituba, in the house- 
hold of Rev. Samuel Parris, 
began telling tales to sever- 
al young girls. In mid- 
January 1692, Betty Parris, 
the nine-year-old daughter 
of the minister and her 11- 
year old cousin, Abigail 
Williams, began behaving 
strangely. The girls began 
believing they could see the 
devil at work in the commu- 
nity. The girls would go into 
gyrations and contortions, 
screaming with supposed 
pain, allegedly being caused 
by the accused persons. 

Rev. Cotton Mather 
declared that this was 
occurring because the girls 
had been experimenting 
with the supernatural. 

On February 29, 1692, the 
girls began naming names, 
charging Tituba, Sarah 
Good and Sarah Osborne 
with witchcraft. Sarah Good 
was an impoverished 
woman known for her bad 
temper. Mrs. Osborne was a 
woman of property, involved 
in litigation. The charges 
were totally without merit, 
but with a hysterical popu- 
lace, they became nearly 
impossible to refute. 

The trials began the next 
day before magistrates 
John Hathorne and 
Jonathan Corwin. 

While Good and Osborne 
maintained their innocence, 
Tituba, under persistent 
questioning from Hathorne, 
said that Good and Osborne 
had hurt the children; she 
had seen them do so, along 
with the specters of two 
women and a man from 
Boston whom she could not 
identify. 

Throughout the _ trials, 
spectral, ghost-like evidence 
predominated. Most of the 
accused were poor, defense- 
less people. Both women 
and men were charged. Of 
those executed, 14 were 
women. A great many of the 
accused confessed and were 
spared, if they would name 
others involved with witch- 
craft. 

On May 8, 1692, the girls 
accused Bethia Carter of 
Woburn of being a witch. 
They also charged her 
daughter Bethia and anoth- 
er Woburnite, Ann Sears. 

Ephraim Buck built what 


to See, 


is now the oldest house in 
Wilmington, then part of 
Woburn. As constable, Buck 
went looking for the women. 
He found Sears and Bethia 
Carter, the mother. The 
daughter escaped. 

The women were taken to 
Charlestown, the county 
seat and held for trial. 
Skepticism and concern 
over fairness led to the cre- 
ation of a new court, the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer, 
on May 27, just for dealing 
with such matters. Grand 
juries, petty juries and a 
panel of judges would 
assess the evidence and 
determine the fate of the 
accused. 

Nine judges were named: 
Lt. Gov. William Stoughton, 
chief judge, John Hathorne, 
Jonathan Corwin, 
Bartholomew Gedney, John 
Richards, Nathaniel 
Saltonstall, Waitstill 
Winthrop, Peter Sergeant, 
and Samuel Sewall. Sewall 
owned about 3000 acres in 
what was known as the 
Land of Nod, now part of 
North Wilmington. His 
diary offers some of the 
best information on the era. 

It was during the summer 
that most of the executions 
took place. .The first to be 
hanged was Bridget Bishop, 
on June 10. The last execu- 
tions were on Sept. 22, when 
seven persons were hanged. 

On July 1, Martha Carrier 
of Andover was _ indicted. 
She and her husband 
Thomas had previously 
lived in Billerica, in the 
area which later became 
Tewksbury -_ effectively 
near what is now Vale and 
Shawsheen Streets. Widow 
Ann Foster testified that 
Carrier had recruited her 
into the diabolic ranks six 
years earlier. Carrier told 
her, she testified, “If she 
would not be a witch, the 
divill should tare her in 
peices and Cary her away.” 

Martha Carrier was exe- 
cuted on August 19, 1692. 

Ann Foster’s daughter, 
Mary Lacey Sr. admitted 
that she had attended the 
Salem Village witch meet- 
ing, traveling on a pole with 
her mother and Goody 
Carrier. Mary Lacey Jr. also 
admitted traveling to the 
witch meeting, admitting to 
other matters as well. 

Dr. Roger Toothaker of 


Billerica was also arrested. 
He died in jail on June 16 
under suspicious circum- 
stances, before he could be 
tried. His wife Mary, a sis- 
ter to Martha Carrier, “was 
also accused, along with 
their youngest daughter, 
Margaret. Their oldest 
daughter, Martha 
(Toothaker) Emerson _ of 
Haverhill was also charged, 
but was acquitted in 
February 1693. ; 

The Billerica library. web- 
site, written by Kathy 
Meagher, also states. that 
John Durant and Rebec¢éa 
Chamberlain died in prison, 
with speculation they were 
possibly charged with 
witchcraft. 

Rev. Increase Mather, ‘and 
others in Boston began 
speaking out, McElhiney 
wrote. When a parishioner 
informed Mather that ,he 
was traveling to Salem, to 
see if the girls could tell him 
who was tormenting his.sick 
child, Mather angrily ;thun- 
dered, “Is there not a God in 
Boston, that you should go 
to the Devil in Salem for 
advice?” 

On Oct. 29, Gov. William 
Phipps declared that’ the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer 
must close. 

A new court was estab- 
lished in November 1692. It 
began its work in January 
and ended on May 8, 1693 in 
Ipswich. When the trials 
ended, the governor ordered 
the release of all remaining 
prisoners. 

Samuel Sewall, five years 
after the trials, became the 
first and only judge to: apol- 
ogize for the injusticé-in 
which he participated. 
Author Richard Francis 
wrote in “Judge Sewall’s 
Apology” that his recanting 
marked the moment when 
modern American values 
came into being, and air énd 
to the medieval view of gtd 
and evil.

“The human eye can’t separate colors when together on 
the same chip,” he said. “They need to fold back the chip to 
separate the colors visually.” 

‘He also recommends painting color samples on white 
poster board. “This way it’s mobile and you can see it under 
all conditions.” It prevents the customer from making a 
decision based on one singular paint spot on the wall. 
Instead, the poster board can be moved adjacent to win- 
dows, furniture and other areas of the room that receive less 
light. 

Various components need to be considered when selecting 
paint. “There’s some legwork for the customer beforehand,” 
said Haley.

‘CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1 Disabilities [sic] by more than 
PS double,” read the report, in a 
trend that committee member MJ Byrnes referred to as 
arming” during a recent school committee meeting. 
* * “With respect to Wilmington’s MCAS results, I was not nec- 
rily surprised but disappointed that we were not able to 
pe ‘better gains in closing the proficiency gap between 
the! ‘High Needs and Non-High Needs subgroups, particular- 
dy: for ‘students with disabilities and students who are eco- 
florhically disadvantaged,” said Superintendent Mary 
Dekai: “For ELA, 88 percent of students without disabilities 
‘scoréd proficient or advanced while only 35 percent of stu- 
‘dents with disabilities achieved at this level. In math, the 
\gap is 79 percent versus 21 percent.” 

While Wilmington schools continue to post overall strong 
‘numbers and make gains in several areas, there are grades 
‘And test results that have caused interest. This year saw the 
district’ s Science/Technology Proficient or Advanced 
‘resolts fall 7 percent, part of a state-wide trend in declining 
science scores. 

Grade 8 students are testing below state average on the 
English Language Arts portion of the MCAS test, the only 
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grade in the district to be scoring below state average in 
ELA. 

Despite these concerns and problem-areas, the district 
also showed gains in numerous areas. 

“Overall, we saw some strong growth in both ELA and 
Math in Grade 4 and strong growth in Math in Grade 5 
DeLai said. “We also saw an increase in the percent of stu- 
dents scoring advance in Mathematics at the Middle School 
Level. At the high school level, our ELA performance con- 
tinues to be strong with an increase in the percent of stu- 
dents scoring in the advanced category from 56 percent last 
year to 63 percent this year which is significantly higher 
than the state average of 49 percent advanced.” 

DeLai hopes to springboard off of this data to continue 
developing new and stronger methods of education to give 
the students of Wilmington the best experience possible. 
Elementary schools are implementing new programs like 
EnVisions for Math and FunDations for early literacy. 

The science curriculum is in the process of being aligned 
with the proposed Next Generation Science Standards 
which “are being used as the basis for the state’s new STE 
standards due to be released late this month,” according to 


Coalition pushes back on n pipeline 


Tewksbury selectmen to consider intervenor status

.TEWKSBURY - The Northeast Municipal Gas Pipeline 
Coalition (NMGPC) met Monday morning to discuss 
dates on National Energy Direct and Federal Energy 
gulatory Commission (FERC) and other activities involv- 
ing the Tennessee Gas Pipeline (TGP) and Kinder Morgan 
proposals. 
he meeting, which included Northeast Municipal Council 
of Goyernments (NMCOG) Director Beverly Woods, and 
about - 20 members of the coalition from surrounding 
Massachusetts communities, was held at the Tewksbury 
Library and hosted by Selectman Bruce Panilaitis. 

NED. and FERC have updated their filing schedule for 
Certificate Application, postponing until November 20, the 
Friday before Thanksgiving. This is good news, as accord- 
ing to the coalition, the postponement, “works as a strategy 
fo slow them down.” 

_ The basic premise of the meeting was to discuss strategies 
to’ keep land from being destroyed to lay extra pipeline 
through several communities. For the immediate area, 
NMGPC is one of several coalitions working to prevent the 
lateral pipeline proposed to start in Dracut and plow 
through to the North Shore into Lynnfield known as the 
Lynnfield Lateral. In addition, a 23,000 horsepower compres- 
sor station is planned for Dracut. According to the coalition, 
the logic is simple: Pipelines threaten public lands. 

“TGP, a subsidiary of natural gas pipeline company Kinder 
Morgan, is focused on the eastern region of the U.S., in this 
case, the Northeast Energy Direct project. Development of 


the NED project includes upgrading the infrastructure in 


Pennsylvania, New York, Massachusetts, New Hampshire 
and Connecticut. 

The pre-filing and official filing aims to convince FERC 
that there is “a need” for more energy in New England, but 
Kinder Morgan and TGP’s NED project continues to face 
strong opposition from communities and legislators. 

The claims for the NED project are compelling. According 
to TGP’s website the project promises lower energy costs, 
cleaner energy, investment in community, and assurance 
that the project will create 3,000 more jobs, but the lateral 
has New England residents and legislators shaking their 
heads. 

Congressman Seth Moulton, in recent correspondence to 
FERC, urged regulators to hold public hearings within the 
6th District precisely because the proposed lateral pipeline 
is planned to extend from Dracut to Lynnfield. So far, FERC 
has held four scoping sessions, none of which were close to 
North Shore residents. The nearest session was held at the 
Dracut High School last August, prompting the letter. 

During the pre-filing process TGP planned to continue con- 
ducting field surveys for cultural resources, wet lands, and 
endangered species to “identify and address significant 
issues.” 

According to Panilaitis, intervenor status for Tewksbury 
will be placed on their agenda for consideration at the next 
Board of Selectmen meeting on October 27th. Intervenors 
are an official party to the FERC proceedings and play a 
formal role in the process by filing briefs, appearing at 
hearings, and being heard by courts if they choose to appeal 
FERC’s final ruling. 

In Wilmington, Massachusetts, initially, the proposed lat- 
eral came alarmingly close to major sources of drinking 
water in the Town, the Browns Crossing and Salem Street

DeLai. 

And the administration is taking an active look at the 
achievement gap with the hopes of developing an inclusion 
action plan. 

“A newly formed Inclusion Task Force is researching and 
evaluating models of inclusion with the goal of developing,a 
plan to implement a stronger inclusion model in our 
schools,” DeLai said.

“The focus of our work will be on using more authentic evi- 
dence of academic and social-emotional learning and edu- 
cator-developed common formative assessments to evaluate 
student success in our district,” DeLai said. “Wilmington is 
fortunate to have very dedicated staff who work hard to 
ensure the success of our students despite the many chal: 
lenges we face.”

Alunni, along with Wilmington Planning and Conservation 
Director Valerie Gingrich, and Public Works Director Mike 


‘Woods have all attended multiple public hearings on the 


project. 

The new plan, which is proposed to run in close proximity 
to an active quarry and blasting site owned by Benevento 
Aggregate on the North Reading/Wilmington line, is also 
unacceptable to the Town and Selectmen voted last week. to 
pursue intervenor status during the regulatory process. 

Town representatives had raised concerns regarding the 
proximity of the revised route to blasting operations at thé 
quarry. TGP indicated that the pipeline would be designed 
to “co-exist with the expected operations at the site.” Town 
Manager Jeffrey Hull responded with a request that TGP. 
provide the Town with case studies of similar applications; 
which, to date, have not been submitted. 

Hull also noted that the revised route still runs close to 
drinking water wells, just not as close as before, and that the 
pipeline “offers no benefits to the residents of Wilmington,” 

Once TGP files its formal application with FERC, parties 
have just 21 days to file a request to intervene. By approving 
the resolution at Tuesday’s meeting, Hull will be prepared t Le 
file for intervenor status as soon as TGP files. =Be

key with the Veterans Services Officers 
in every city and town across the 
Commonwealth. 

Finally, Rice also noted that while 
Massachusetts is doing enough, “We can 
always do more.

issues for decades and Miceli was instru- 
mental in obtaining credentials so that 
iPods for Wounded Veterans board mem- 
bers, like Cardello and Wayne Fox, could 
visit soldiers in DC area hospitals like Ft.

Miceli relayed tales of vets who called 
him after a visit from “Paul’s ‘rag tag’ 
army,” as Miceli puts it.

“It was very humbling, 
because I did not see it com- 
ing,” Elliott said. “It’s not 
why you do something like 
this, but it is nice to be rec- 
ognized.” 

Originally, Elliott came to 
the program to help coach 
his daughter, Ava, and his 
son, Remy. But he gradually 
found himself becoming 
more and more involved 
with the inner workings of 
the administration. 

“There’s been really great 
mentors on the board from 
before I started,” Elliott 
said. “I got to know them 
and build relationships with 
them and they talked to me 
about how you can build up 
the program in town.” 

Taking what he learned 
from his predecessors and 
building on that, Elliott and 
the other administrators 
strive to create a soccer pro- 
gram that is vital and 
vibrant within the town.

Football team storms back 
with convincing victory

WATERTOWN - A week 
ago the Wilmington High 
Football team might have 
played one of their worst 
games in recent memory in 
a 41-0 loss to Melrose at 
Alumni Field.

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Oberg reflects on his first season in the Major Leagues’ 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
Former Tewksbury 
Memorial High School 
Baseball pitcher Scott Oberg 
finished his first year in the 
Major Leagues earlier this 

month. 

Oberg pitched in his 64th 
and final game of his rookie 
season on October 3rd, toss- 
ing a_ scoreless inning 
against the defending World 
Series Champion San 
Francisco Giants. 

He finished the season with 
a 3-4 record, including a 5.09 
ERA with 1 save, 16 holds 
and had 11 games finished. 
In-64 games this season, he 


tossed 58.1 innings, giving 
up 58 hits, 33 earned runs 
while walking 31 and strik- 
ing out 44. 

On Friday morning, the 
Town Crier caught up with 
Oberg through a phone 
interview while he was 
relaxing at his home in New 
Jersey. 

“It's definitely good to go 
back and digest the season,” 
he said. “The biggest thing 
for me is realizing how 
much I learned and how 
much I developed through- 
out the course of the season 
and now being excited about 
what I learned and how I 
developed and taking that 
into next season. 


“I think I realized the 
importance of fastball com- 
mand and not giving into 
hitters and giving them too 
much credit. I learned how 
to attack guys with certain 
pitch selection, on different 
counts and knowing what 
they are looking for, how 
they swing and those sort of 
things. It's basically learn- 
ing to play the game within 
the game.” 

Oberg had a very interest- 
ing season. Last year he was 
in Double-A and his season 
was cut short with a shoul- 
der injury. He had surgery 
last off-season and was back 
healthy for Spring Training. 
He was the final cut and was

assigned to AAA but was 
called up to the Rockies 
after the first week of the 
season. He made his debut 
on April 14th and earned the 
victory in a game against 
the Giants. 

He remained with the team 
and was optioned to AAA 
after his appearance on July 
9th and came back on 
August 2nd and finished the 
season with the Rockies. 

Oberg had his ups and 
downs this season. He had 
terrific months in May (1-1, 
2.19) and September (0-1, 
3.48) but struggled away 
from Coors Field (2-2, 6.28) 
as well as in June (0-0, 5.25). 
He also had five appear- 
ances in which he combined 
to give up 14 earned runs in 
1.1 innings - take those away 
and he finishes with a 3.00 
ERA. 

“There were some inconsis- 
tencies,” he said. “I had 
maybe four or five games 
where I gave up a three-run 
home run and that really 
hurt me. From a numbers 
standpoint, I'm a better 
pitcher now because I went 
through those adversities 
and I learned how to bounce 
back from tough outings and 
mistakes I made and didn't 
get burnt by those same mis- 
takes later on. 

“T thought after I got 
recalled in August, my sec- 
ond half was much better 
than my first half. I felt like 
I was able to put some real 
good things together during 
the month of September.” 

Oberg's four-seam fastball 
averaged 95.19 miles per 
hour this year and the 
league average is 92.88. 
Constantly on the Rockies' 
televised games, the com- 
mentators raved about his 
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“stuff” as did manager Walt 
Weiss on several occasions 
throughout the _ season, 
including to this reporter 
back in May when the 
Rockies visited Philadelphia 
and Oberg earned his first 
and only MLB save. 

"I think his pitch command 
has to get better, and I think 
he knows that," Weiss said to 
the Denver Post in late 
August. "But I like his work 
ethic and his makeup. His 
stuff is all in place. I think 
he's going to be a good one 
for us. He's a tough competi- 
tor, very coachable and he's 
confident. All of those things 
are in place." 

Weiss leaned on Oberg 
pretty heavily, especially at 
the tail end of the season 
when he made 15 appear- 
ances from September 1 to 
October 3. 

“I was a little bit surprised 
(making 64 appearances),” 
said Oberg. “I know that I 
was given a tremendous 
opportunity this year. 
Having gone through the 
shoulder surgery last year, I 
felt very good all season 
long with no set backs and 
I'm happy with my health.” 

Shortly after the team's 
final game on October 4th, 
the Rockies announced that 
Weiss would return as the 
team's manager for the 2016 
season. 

“J liked playing for him and 
he really likes a lot of the 
young guys that we have,” 
said Oberg. “I think he's a 
real good fit for the team 
that we have right now and 
I'm looking forward to next 
year. I know I'm going to do 
whatever I can to break 
camp with the (Rockies) 
again and make the most of 
the opportunities given to 
me.” 


TOUCHING 
THE BASES 


Oberg was then asked a 
number of different ques- 
tions between back-up catch- 
er Michael McKendry not 
being offered a contract 
which was announced this 
past week to who is going to 
win the World Series and 
some of the post-season 
awards. 

On McKendry: “The time I 
spent throwing to him was 
probably half with (starting 
catcher) Nick Hundley. 
McKendry was a big help to 
everyone. He was the type of 
player that when he saw 
something he told you so you 
would be in a better posi- 
tion.” 

On pitching much better at 
home (1-2, 3.94) as opposed 
to the road (2-2, 6.28) consid- 
ering Coors Field has been a 
struggle to almost every 
MLB pitcher over the years: 
“I've been looking at those 
numbers too. I don't know if 
it was a mental thing on the 
road and trying to be perfect 
at home, I'm not’ sure. 
Maybe it's because it was 
my first full season and I 
had that comfort level being 
at home and I knew more of 
what to expect. But no 
excuses, I need to do a better 
job on the road and I want to 
improve on those numbers 
for sure.” 

On who will win the World 
Series between the Cubs, 
Mets, Blue Jays or Royals: “I 
think both championship 
series are very evenly 
matched. I could see both 
series going six or seven 
games, but we'll see what 
happens. I think any of the 
four teams could win it. All 
four teams are playing real- 
ly good baseball right now. 
They are hitting, they are 
playing good defense and 
getting great work out of 
their bullpens, but it'll all 
come back to the starting 
pitching.” 

On who will win the NL Cy 
Young? Jake Arrieta or Zack 
Greinke? “Wow that's tough 
and a good question. Arrieta 
carried the Cubs and 
Grienke was just so good all 
season. I have a feeling it's 
going to go to Arrieta, but 
we'll see.” 

On who will win the NL 
Rookie of the Year and will 
you finish in the top ten in 
votes? “That would be excit- 
ing but it's not going to hap- 
pen,” he said with a big 
laugh. “I'm sure (Kris) 
Bryant (of the Cubs) will 
win it. He put it all together 
this season and just really 
had a solid season. I know 


(Matt) Duffy of the Giants 
will be in the mix. He was a 
real tough out and I think he 
batted exactly .300. He took 
over for Casey McGehee and 
was just a real solid player.” 

And on who was the tough- 
est hitters you faced -and 
some hitters you had” more 
success against? ° Joc 
Pederson of the Dodgers’ hit 
two home runs against you 
in three at-bats but- Alex 
Guerrero was 0-for-5 ‘with 
two strikeouts. “I had: trou- 
ble with the Diamondbacks 
and I think I faced (Paul) 
Goldschmidt the most ‘out of 
anyone this year. I faced him 
eight times, but he had one 
hit against me and I walked 
him three times. He was 
always such a battle. 

“It's definitely exciting 
when guys like that get into 
the batter's box against’you, 
but then you immediately 
have to separate that and do 
your job and (get those a 
ers out).” 

And about his vetepadi 
teammates in the bullpen 
especially Jon Axford: and 
Adam Ottavino. “I think 
Adam will be back (from his 
surgery) around May.or 
early June and his throwing 
is going really well. He ‘is 
such an incredible team- 
mate. We talk everyday. 
After the first inning’ of 
every game after he got his 
treatments, he came out to 
the bullpen and we'd?talk - 
pitching for the next four or 
five innings. I learned so 
much from him. He's a guy 
who certainly pays atten: 
tion. 

“And with Axford, - ‘from 
what I'm hearing and- read- 
ing, the Rockies want, to 
bring him back next. year 
and that will be great .as,we 
need the veteran guys. When 
he was in Milwaukee, he 
took over for Trevor 
Hoffman as their closer and 
said that he learned so much 
from him, and I -know 
already I have learned. so 
much from Axford. The two 
of us play catch everyday 


_and he's just been such a big 


influence on me.” 

Oberg added that» he'll 
probably have betweén 
seven and eight weeks -off 
before he starts up his: off- 
season throwing program. 
He'll most likely start it’ up 
around Thanksgiving. © 

“I want to tighten up my 
fastball command so it's not 
as erratic,” he said. “If I can 
do that, I think my numbers 
will improve. Guys like 
Greinke and Arrieta,.have 
done that and have taken 
off. I'm hoping if I can 
tighten it up just a hair, that 
I'll continue to grow and 
improve. I want to take: that 
into next season.” 

Unless anything drastic 
changes in the off-season, 
like a trade or something 
like that - he isn't eligible 
for free agency for another 
five seasons and made 
$418,756 this season which 
was pro-rated based on num- 
ber of days he spent in the 
big leagues from the MLB 
$507,500 league minimum 
contract - Oberg willbe 
gearing up this off-season to 
get break camp with’ the 
team next spring and 
become a better pitcher out 
of the Rockies' bullpen for 
the 2016 season. And ,again 
unless something happens, 
the Rockies with Oberg will 
be making a trip to Fenway 
in late May. 

“J definitely saw that‘ on 
the schedule when it was 
released and I'm pretty 
excited about that,” he said. 
“But we'll see what happens. 
I'm hoping it all works. out 
but if it doesn't, then it does- 
n't but we'll see how if all 
works out.” 

Until then Oberg. * can 
reflect upon his first year in 
the majors which obviously 
was much different: than 
pitching in Tewksbury "Youth 
Baseball, for Tewksbury 
High School and at.the 
University of Connecticut. : 

“It was definitely a dream 
come true,” he said. “I°was 
very fortunate to be able to 
put that uniform on almost 
every single day during-this 
season and I realize’ how 
lucky I am. But I also. left 
everything out on the field 
every single time I took the 
field. I never took anything 
for granted or for chance. ‘I 
gave it everything I had and 
I'm going to continue to © 
that.”

Jennings runs over 
Watertown’s defense

| WATERTOWN -_ The 
‘Wilmington High Football 
‘team’s offense isn’t really 
‘designed to have one player 
‘stand out more than any 
‘other, as it is generally 
‘based on spreading the ball 
‘around among the Wildcats 
‘talented stable of running 
‘backs. 
- But some nights it is just 
unavoidable. That was cer- 
fainly the case last Friday 
night when Wildcats junior 
running back Sam Jennings 
‘simply could not avoid being 
the; star, carrying the load 
for ‘the Wilmington offense, 
Tushing for 94 yards and 
three touchdowns to lead the 
Wildeats to a playoff spot 
‘elinching 20-6 victory over 
Watertown at Victory Field. 
. Jennings was a one man 
wrecking crew for the 
Wildcats, albeit a one man 
wrecking with some help, as 
senior Matt Woods ran for 90 


yards and sophomore 
Graham Smith rushed for 84 
yards. 


But it was Jennings who 
kept putting the ball in the 
end zone, scoring on ten 
yard run on the Wildcats 
first possession of the game 
to give them a 6-0 first quar- 
ter lead. He followed that up 
with a tackle breaking, stiff 
arming 29-yard run to give 
the Wildcats a 14-6 lead in 
the opening minute of the 
second half, and finally cap- 
ping his night with a five 
yard scoring run early in the 
fourth quarter to put the 
game away for the Wildcats. 

The 29-yard run that gave 
the Wildeats a lead they 
would never relinquish was a 
highlight reel play, as 
Jennings took the hand-off 
and printed down the left 
sideline. It looked like the 
was going out of bounds at 
about the ten yard line, but 
Jennings kept running, step- 
ping over, and knocking over, 
would be tacklers on his way 
to the end zone. 

“The ends had been block- 
ing down all night, and my 
end Matt Woods blocked 
down on this one, and I just 
ran outside of him, and I just 
stiff armed and it just came 
to me,” Jennings said. “I 
thought I was going out of 
Hounds, but I just kept 
going.” 

Wilmington coach Mike 
Barry was a little more 
direct with how impressive 
Jennings was on his big run. 

“Sammy stepped on three 
guys to get in the end zone,” 
Barry said. “That is a play- 
er making a play.” 

After Jennings touchdown, 
the Wildcats dominated 
much of the rest of the sec- 
ond* half, but despite their 
dominance they still held 


only that slim 14-6 lead as 
the game moved into the 
early stages of the fourth 
quarter. 

After moving down to the 
Watertown 17-yard line pri- 
marily on the strength of a 
21-yard pass from Robbie 
Ducharme to Tyler DeJesus, 
the Wildcats put the ball and 
the game in the hands of 
Jennings for three straight 
carries to close out the 
game. Jennings delivered, 
finally capping off the drive 
with a five yard burst up the 
middle off an inside hand-off 
for a 20-6 lead with 7:43 left 
in the game. 

“We lined up to the right, 
and was the same sort thing 
where they just cut down 
and I just ran outside and 
then I cut right back towards 
the middle and it was just a 
wide open alley,” Jennings 
said. 

Of course a big reason 
there was a wide open alley 
on this play, as well as many 
others during the night was 
the play of the Wildcats 
offensive line who opened 
holes for him all night. 

“Our O-line really punched 
it in tonight, they were 
great,” Jennings said. 

Jennings also knows how 
lucky he is to have so many 
other talented backs in the 
backfield along with him. 

“It’s awesome to have so 
many of us that can run the 
ball, even like tonight when 
Graham had the great 
return to start the second 
half and set up the touch- 
down,” Jennings said. “That 
was just as big a play as the 
touchdown.” 

Barry is a big believer in 
the Wildcats running back 
by committee philosophy, 
but he was thrilled to see 
Jennings step up on this 
night. 

“We’ve got four good run- 
ning backs and we try to 
rotate them through,” Barry 
said. “Some guys will carry 
more than others some 
nights, and tonight Sammy 
had one of those great nights 
where he was getting those 
tough yards.” 

After last week’s 41-0 beat- 
ing at the hands of Melrose, 
things looked pretty grim for 
Jennings and the Wildcats. 
But after their great per- 
formance on Friday night, 
things are looking up for the 
Wildcats, who are now 3-3 
and headed for the playoffs 
after their regular season 
finale against Burlington 
this Friday. 

“It was really nice to 
bounce back like that,” 
Jennings said. “We needed 
this to get some momentum 
going to carry on for the sea- 
son and I think we will have 
a good rest of the season 
after this game.”

get things going, but 
tonight we got things going, 
and when you get the offense 
chewing it up the way they 
did, it tells the defense it is 
not all on them, it is more of 
a team effort. 

“People come to a game 
like last week and a lot of 
negative thoughts come into 
play. But what they don’t 
see is how hard the kids 
work in practice,” Barry 
added. “We ride them pretty 
good in practice. We get on 
them, and they never quit. 
They never turned on the 
coaches and they never 
turned on each other. They 
stayed positive and that 
showed tonight. When you 
coach high school sports, I 
think that is what you have 
to keep in mind.” 

The Wildcats improved to 
3-3 (2-2 in Middlesex 
Freedom) with the win, and 
clinched a playoff spot in the 
process. with one game left 
in their regular season, 
when they host Middlesex 
Freedom rival Burlington on 
Friday night. 

Wilmington was led, as 
they have been in all of their 
wins this season, by an out- 
standing running game that 
piled up nearly 300 yards on 
the ground, starting with 
junior Sam Jennings, who 
ran for 94 yards and three 
touchdowns, along with sen- 
ior Matt Woods (16 carries, 
90 yards) and sophomore 
Graham Smith (13 carries, 
77 yards). 

They also got an outstand- 
ing defensive effort, holding 
Watertown without a first 
down in the second half, 
holding them the Red 
Raiders to (-3) yards in the 
half and 114 total yards for 
the game. 


“Our defensive coaches, 
Carl Stauffer, Joe 
Cavanaugh and Rich 
DeLucia really worked hard 
on the defense this week and 
did a great job preparation 
wise,” Barry said. “But one 
thing I will say, is that when 
all is said and done, this is a 
player’s game, and our kids 
went out and played. You 
can come up with all the 
schemes you want, but when 
it is said and done the play- 
ers have to play, and our 
kids came through.” 

The Wildcats got rolling 
right from the start on 
Friday night.. After holding 
Watertown on their opening 
possession, courtesy of a 
quarterback sack by David 
Woods, the offense went to 
work, going on an 11-play, 68- 
yard drive to give the 
Wildcats the lead.

stood tied at 6-6.

*Use a .5 multiplier for 
vocational schools across 
the state 

*Use a .7 multiplier for the 
Worcester Public Schools 

*Balance divisions 
statewide based upon enroll- 
ment 

3) Discontinue the second 
automatic qualifier 

4) Explore the possibility 
of a rotation for state semifi- 
nal matchups.

LOWELL After her latest 
accomplishment, Jessica 
Stryhalaleck is still trying to 
figuririg out how she did it.

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“Bridge of Spies”

exchange for a detained U.S. soldier on behalf of the CIA. 


“Bridge of Spies”

Steven Spielberg's 
"Bridge of Spies," much like 
its misunderstood litigator, 
is a film that plays the long 
game. This complex Cold 
War drama soaked in shad- 
ows, blues, greys and fur- 
rowed brows, is a slow burn 
that challenges the audi- 
ence to trust where it's 
going. 

In this fictional rendering 
of how a Brooklyn insur- 
ance lawyer ended up nego- 
tiating a high-stakes prison- 
er. exchange at the height of 
the Cold War, Spielberg and 
writers Matt Charman and 
Joel. and Ethan Coen toss 
details at you, shake them 
all around and piece them 
back together in the third 
act, when the form of the 
puzzle starts to take shape. 
Only then can you begin to 
fully appreciate just how 
lean and purposeful every 
moment is. 

Suddenly that seemingly 
random conversation about 
clients and incidents from 
the. first act isn't an outlier 
after all — it means every- 
thing. As a first time view- 

-ing experience, it's like not 
‘realizing you've been play- 
ing a game of chess until 
you've already lost. 

That's all to say that 
‘"Bridge of Spies," which 
waxes poetic — and occa- 
sionally cynically — on 
patriotism, honor, and duty, 
echoes in your mind long 
after the credits roll and 
begs for a second viewing. 

On the page, "Bridge of 
Spies" is the story of every- 
man James B. Donovan 
(Tom Hanks), a lawyer and 
family man who takes on 
the thankless task of repre- 
‘senting Soviet Agent Rudolf 
Abel (Mark Rylance) in a 

‘trial, only to then be called 
‘on to negotiate his exchange 
for a detained U.S. soldier 
‘on behalf of the CIA. But 
‘that's just scratching the 
‘surface of this very thought- 
‘ful meditation on doing the 
‘right thing — embodied in 
‘the burgeoning friendship 
‘between Abel and Donovan. 

Donovan fights for Abel 
despite the scorn of the pub- 
lic, the indifference of the 

‘legal system and the danger 
to his family. When he goes 
to Berlin to negotiate the 
exchange of Abel for a 
detained U-2 pilot Francis 
Gary Powers (Austin 


Stowell), Donovan decides, 
against the wishes of the 
US., to try to tack on the 
release of another impris- 
oned American as well. 

This all makes Donovan 
sound like a martyr. The 
film fights against that cozy 
idea, though. Donovan is not 
sentimentalized or propped 
up in an unbelievable way. 
In Hanks' hands, Donovan 
is a real person, runny nose, 
doubts and all. Reality, tedi- 
um and wit supersede the 
hyperbole of the great man 
myth. In this way, it makes 
"Bridge of Spies" feel like a 
spiritual companion to 
"Lincoln." 

Perhaps most unexpect- 
ed, though, is how Rylance 
sneaks up on you and proves 
himself to be the heart, 
soul, and standout of the 
film. 

The Shakespearean actor 
is actually the first person 
we meet, in an elegant, 
nearly dialogue-free open- 
ing showing the FBI's real 
time pursuit and arrest of 
Abel. Cold War-era fears 
want to paint him as the 
face of the enemy, but 
Rylance makes Abel sympa- 
thetic, and even docile. He 
plays him as a highly intelli- 
gent foot soldier who's seen 
enough to know that even 
possible execution isn't 
enough to get worked up 
over. It's impossible not to 
like him. 

But the story's focus on 
Abel is juxtaposed with near 
indifference to Francis 
Gary Powers and the 
detained American student 
Frederic Pryor (Will 
Rogers). Donovan wants to 
get them both out, and is 
confident enough in his 
negotiating skills to defy the 
CIA in the process, but the 
film doesn't seem to care if 
you care about them — at 
least not in the way it does 
for Abel. 

It's in these unexpected 
details and choices that 
Spielberg continues to defy 
our skeptical movie expec- 
tations.

When is someone going 
to open a window in Aaron 
Sorkin's "Steve Jobs"? Alas, 
wrong operating system.

Sorkin has dispensed 
with the traditional format 
of the biopic, instead fram- 
ing the life of the Apple co- 
founder and turtle-necked 
tech deity in three back- 
stage dramas ahead of 
major product launches: the 
Macintosh in 1984, Next in 
1988 and the iMac in 1998. In 
the behind-the-scenes swirl, 
Jobs (Michael Fassbender) 
is visited each time by 
ghosts of products past: 
Apple engineer Steve 
Wozniak (Seth Rogen), 
Apple CEO John Sculley 
(Jeff Daniels), and Jobs' 
daughter, Lisa (played by 
three actresses), whose 
paternity Jobs initially dis- 
putes. 

It's a scheme of three-act 
purity, as tightly compacted 
as the circuitry of an iPod, 
and one that few besides 
Sorkin would dare to 


attempt. 

Though the script is 
adapted from Walter 
Isaacson's book, it feels 


more like a play that direc- 
tor Danny Boyle has trans- 
ferred to the screen. The 
stage must be the true home

of "Steve Jobs"; no one 
steps outside until a pivotal 
moment late in the film. 

Like the tightly con- 
trolled aesthetics of Jobs, 
himself, the movie is a 
closed system. Even in the 
first scenes, Jobs is trying 
to have the "Exit" signs cov- 
ered for the show. Tell the 
fire marshals, he says, 
"We're in here changing the 
world." 

Cloistered inside its 
claustrophobic casing, the 
movie hums with the high 
processing capacity of 
Sorkin's dialogue. In dress- 
ing rooms and the bowels of 
theaters, Jobs, flanked by 
his right-hand woman 
Joanna Hoffman (an excel- 
lent Kate Winslet), is the 
egomaniacal mind amid the 
media storm of his making. 

He's in virtually perpetu- 
al argument: strong-arming 
his engineers to get the first 
Mac to say "Hello" in his 
presentation; lamenting a 
Time magazine cover that 
dared to make the comput- 
er, not him, man of the year; 
sneering at PC "hobbyists" 
who resist the "end-to-end" 
control he demands for the 
Mac. 

What does Steve Jobs do? 
That's the question Wozniak 
(the arguably more impor- 
tant inventor and computer 
programmer), puts to him, 
and the one the film, itself, 
is an answer to. Jobs is the 
big-picture visionary, the 
bullheaded narcissist and, 
above all, the knowing con- 
ductor of talent and ideas. 
It's not a hard metaphor to 
grasp by the way Sorkin, the 
master of multitasking, jug- 
gles Jobs in an asteroid 
storm of turmoil, including, 
oh yes, one scene set in an 
orchestra pit. 

He's as puny as he is 
mighty, a flawed man who 
made perfect machines. 

The Full Sorkin 
Treatment has electrified a 
well-trod subject. But it also 
smothers it in artifice. In 
"Steve Jobs," Sorkin does 
the conducting.

': “J had a typical MIT base- 
ball experience: An average 
athlete who was inspired by 
great coaching to be part of a 
team that performed far 
beyond anyone’s expectations,” 
said MIT alumnus Rick 
Charpie, who was a member of 
O’Brien’s teams between 1970 
and 1973, “Fran is on a very, 
very short list of people that I 
admire the most. He has more 
than earned all of the awards 
and recognition that he has 
received over the course of his 
career.” 

- When O’Brien left the pres- 
tigious university in 1996, his 
255. victories were the most 
ever achieved by an MIT base- 
ball coach. 

- As the longest tenured 
coach in MIT history, his 
record number of wins was just 
recently surpassed by his suc- 
eessor, but those familiar with 
O’Brien’s impact attribute the 
program’s current success to 
the foundation built by the 
Reading native. 

* In fact, when the decorated 
coach assumed control of the 
program in 1969, the team had 
up until that time posted just a 
single winning season. Ina 
dramatic turnaround, the 
Reading resident posted. five 


winning seasons during his 
first seven years at the helm, 
including a 15-9 campaign in 
1974 that resulted in MIT’s first 
ever appearance in the NCAA 
tournament. 

That 1974 season remained 
MIT’s most successful. until 
1993, when O’Brien led the 
team to a 22-11 record and won 


MIT’s_ first ever ECAC 
Tournament, feats which 
resulted in his being named the 


Division III New England 
coach of the year. 

According to the lifelong 
coach, who began his career 
leading Randolph High 
School’s baseball team — 
where he is a member of the 
town’s Hall of Fame — perhaps 
his fondest memories as a 
teacher of baseball stem from 
his time at MIT. 

“In 1993, winning the New 
England title for the first time 
in the history of the school will 
always be a tremendous memo- 
ry,” said O’Brien. “Each one of 
my former players [who 
attended the rededication cere- 
mony], they all brought back 
such great memories. It was 
great to relive them.” 

“To have a sellout crowd of 
alumni come back...it was just 
such a positive, positive night,” 
he added.” 

Even before receiving the 
recent honor from MIT, 
O’Brien’s success from the tops 
of baseball dugouts across 
Massachusetts had already 
made him one of the most dec- 
orated and distinguished base- 
ball coaches in state history. 

According to those familiar 
with the Reading native, it’s 
O’Brien’s value system’ that 
gave rise to that success, and 
his penchant for coaching up 
teams through a commitment 
to teamsmanship and mutual 
respect is perhaps best demon- 
strated by his success at a col- 
lege institution widely known 
for its academic, rather than 
athletic prowess. 

“During O’Brien’s career he 
shared with his players a value 
system that highlights integrity 
and honesty. His commitment 
to being a teacher of baseball 
and of life allowed him to 
impact hundreds of young peo- 
ple and earned him the respect

of the baseball community 
throughout New England,” 
reads an MIT statement about 
its former baseball coach. 

Underscoring the depth of 
respect for O’Brien by his 
peers, in Jan. of 2014, the 
American Baseball Coaches 
Association, comprised of 
some 4,000 members, awarded 
the local grandfather its Ethics 
in Coaching Award during a 
national convention in Dallas, 
Texas. 

O’Brien began his coaching 
career at Randolph High 
School, but he also led the 
town’s Babe Ruth squad, where 
he led the team to a state 
championship. In 1988, 
because of his success there, he 
was inducted into the Mass. 
Baseball Coaches Hall of 
Fame. 

He also coached at the Cape 
Cod League, where in 1990 he 
was named Manager of the 
Year. In 2003, O’Brien was 
awarded the Allard- 
McDonough Award for 
Sportsmanship and Integrity 
given by the New England 
Umpires. 

Besides his __ baseball 
exploits, O’Brien also coached 
basketball, resulting in his 
being inducted into the 


Stonehill College Hall of Fame 


as well as The New England 
Basketball Hall of Fame, He 
was named College Coach of 
the Year for District I (New 
England) and was given the 
Schoenfeld. Award by New 
England Referees for 
Sportsmanship and Integrity. 
After retiring from MIT, the 
Reading resident struggled 
with his absence from the 
game, resulting in his return to 
the sport on the college level. 
“T retired from MIT after 28 
years, but took an assistant 
coaching job at Holy Cross 
because I missed it so much. I 
finally decided in 2004 it was 
time for me to finish up,” he 
said. 
“Tremendously,” continued 
O’Brien, when asked if he miss- 
es the game. “I really do. I 
miss teaching it and interact-
